New workers are being offered a relocation package 
of up to £8,000, training and career development op¬ 
portunities. 


Councillor Frances Nicholson, Cabinet Member for 
Children and Families said Somerset County Council 
was offering social workers a chance to be part of 
something “really exciting”. 

“We are making improvements, investing in the 
service and have an authority that it is entirely com¬ 
mitted to making our Children’s Services something 
we can be truly proud of,” she added. 

In addition to this offer, 
the council has a com¬ 
mitment to its social 
workers to reduce field¬ 
work caseloads down to 
an average of 14, which 
is fewer than many other 
local authorities. Team 
managers in Children’s 
Social Care will manage 
teams of no more than 
six staff also, and these 
commitments will allow 
staff to focus more time 
on delivering a higher 
level of service. 

Councillor Nicholson 
added: “Stability is the 
foundation of any suc¬ 
cessful service and Chil¬ 
dren’s Services in 
particular. That’s why we 
want permanent staff to 
join us in being part of 
something special.” 
Earlier this year Som¬ 


erset County Council invested £6million to help 
boost social work capacity in Somerset. An impres¬ 
sive benefits offer has been developed for children’s 
social workers including the chance to buy extra hol¬ 
iday to add to the existing allocation 

At the same time as the new “Power of &” initia¬ 
tive, the county council is leading a consortium of 
local authorities in the government’s “Step Up to So¬ 
cial Work” programme. Somerset will receive eight 
trainee social workers and last week the new recruits 
met each other and their prospective employers for 
the first time. 

One of the new trainees said: “It was a really good 
session, all very exciting and motivating. We all said 
that we feel we are being given a fantastic opportu¬ 
nity and can’t wait to get started.” 

The trainees will begin their academic and work- 
based training in January 2016 for 14 months and will 
become fully-fledged social workers in early 2017. 

Councillor Nicholson said: “The ‘Step Up to Social 
Work’ programme is going to help us grow our own 
social workers, nurturing their development so that 
in under two years they will be providing the best 
possible support to our children and young people. I 
can’t wait for the trainees to join us in improving our 
services for children and its wonderful news that they 
can’t wait to get started too.” 

The “Step Up Social Work” programme targeted 
graduates with a 2:1 in any discipline (except social 
work) who had experience of working with children. 
It is a 14 month, fast-track endeavour, which will lead 
to a Post Graduate Diploma in social work for the 
trainees.

SIDMOUTH 

No public right of 
way at Knowle 

EAST Devon District Council have welcomed the 
decision to reject a public backed move to register 
public footpaths at the Knowle. 

In April 2012, the Knowle Residents' Association 
had asked Devon County Council to designate 
several footpaths on the Knowle campus as pub¬ 
lic rights of way under the Wildlife and Country¬ 
side Act 1981. 

Knowle Residents' Association members 
wanted several paths to be legally recognised as 
public rights of way, as they have been used by the 
local community for over 20 years. Protesters felt 
that access to these area would be affected after 
the sale of the Knowle to developers Pegasus Ltd. 

However, the planning application ws originally 
refused in June 2013 so KRA lodged an appeal 
with the Planning Inspectorate. 

After various legal appeal processes, Martin El¬ 
liott, the inspector, has agreed with the district 
council that no order should be made to dedicate 
any of the claimed routes as public rights of way. 

Mr Elliott gave his reasoning that the argument 
that the public had the right to use the area was 
unfounded as the use of the whole of the Knowle 
is regulated by bylaws. 

EDDC Chief Executive, Mark Williams said: 

‘ ‘Given the criticism the council was subject to fol¬ 
lowing the initial appeal decision, the council is 
pleased that its position on this matter has been 
vindicated following the determination of by the 
inspector." 

The land in question is owned by EDDC.

FOLLOWING the decision to close the police sta¬ 
tion, Seaton Town Council will invite Devon and 
Cornwall Police Commissioner Tony Hogg to at¬ 
tend a meeting with them to discuss the future of 
policing in the town. 

Although the public enquiry office at the station 
has been closed for several years, the complete 
closure of the station comes amid Devon and Corn¬ 
wall's planned £54million cost cutting initiative. 

Seaton Mayor, Councillor Tony Woodman, who 
proposed the motion at the town council meeting 
on October 24th, has in the past voiced his desire 
for the residents and the council to "stand up and 
fight" to save vital services for the town. 

At the meeting Cllr Woodman said he wanted to 
talk to the powers that be to discuss the future of 
policing in Seaton. 

"I think it will be a good idea, at this early stage 
to try and get a meeting with Mr Hogg and the 
Chief Constable Shaun Sawyer, so we can talk 
about what they plan to do in Seaton. Rather than 
us waiting to be told what is going to be done." 

New Community Beat Manager, PC Richard 
Jenkins, had clarified a few issues, earlier on in 
the meeting in regards to the closing of the police 
station. 

"As result of the Devon and Cornwall's savings 
that have to be made, they are looking at closing 
up to 34 buildings, not all necessarily stations, 
and Seaton is one of them. 

"The process will take about a year to do, which 
means we are probably looking at, roughly, two 
years from now, the police station in Seaton will 
close," PC Jenkins said. 

PC Jenkins went on to say that at the moment 
the police force was looking for potential spaces 
where they could be based. 

"The new community base would be shared 
with other public sectors partners in Seaton and 
would be a place for the officers to complete 
paper work and their IT duties. 

The search for new premises was backed by Cllr 
Woodman who said: "Knowing where we [the 
council] are hoping to be in 12 months' time, I 
think we could actually work with the police and, 
together, come up with a base for them in 
Seaton." 


HONITON Chamber of Commerce's mission to 
light up the town this Christmas is proving to be 
a big success - but there is still time for busi¬ 
nesses who haven't donated to do so.

Somerset named fourth most 
improved county for GCSE results 


STUDENTS and teachers across Somerset have 
made the county council the fourth most im¬ 
proved local education authority for GCSEs this 
year. 

Figures from the Department for Education 
show the proportion of students in Somerset 
awarded five or more GCSEs grades of A* to C, 
including maths and English, for 2015 was 58 per 
cent. This is a four per cent increase compared to 
the national improvement of 0.2 per cent, and 
great news for all those working to improve edu¬ 
cational outcomes for young people in Somerset. 

The county council’s spokesman for children 
and families, Councillor Frances Nicholson, said: 
“I would like to congratulate all those students 
for their GCSE results which are a great reward 
for the effort and hard work they have put into 
their studies. 

“I would also like to congratulate school lead¬ 
ers, teachers and staff who have educated and 
guided these young people through their success¬ 
ful studies. Young people’s education and careers 
are an extremely important priority for the coun¬ 


cil and it is pleasing to see efforts being rewarded. 

“I urge any students who have not received the 
grades they had hoped for not to be too cast down 
but to work with schools, colleges and employers 
to consider a different option which will allow 
them to achieve their potential.” 

In addition to each individual school in Somer¬ 
set working on their own plans to raise GCSE 
achievement levels, 38 schools within the county 
have been working collaboratively to provide 
challenge and support through the Somerset 
Challenge. 

This programme was set up in 2013 with the 
aim to significantly raise the standards of 
achievement for young people in Somerset. This 
is a schools led initiative, working in partnership 
with Local Authority which actively promotes 
collaborative and partnership working between 
schools in Somerset and also other national bod¬ 
ies such as the London Leadership Strategy. 

The three local authorities to be higher than 
Somerset in the “most improved” rankings are 
Brighton & Hove, North Tyneside and Poole.

AN evaluation of community safety projects funded 
by Police and Crime Commissioner (PCC) Sue 
Mountstevens has found that thousands of people 
have been helped through prevention, support and in¬ 
tervention work. 

In collaboration with community safety partnerships 
across Avon and Somerset, Ms Mountstevens spent 
over £2.3million funding a range of projects and serv¬ 
ices in 2014/15. 

An evaluation has found that almost 3,000 at risk 
young people have been supported through preven¬ 
tion and early intervention activity, with 176 high risk 
young people receiving more targeted support. 

Over 340 people with substance misuse needs have 
been supported through treatment services, while 
4,237 offenders with drug misuse needs received

treatment by a new single Arrest Intervention and Re¬ 
ferral service, offering offenders referral to treatment 
from police custody in order to break the cycle of ad¬ 
diction and offending. 

A further 853 survivors of domestic abuse received 
support through the Independent Domestic Violence 
Advisors, including family intervention work and ac¬ 
cess to dedicated programmes, while 10 perpetrators 
of domestic abuse also received support through a 
structured one to one programme. 

The single Independent Sexual Violence Advice 
service helped 646 victims of sexual abuse and 12 
people involved in sexually harmful behaviours. 

A project supporting hate crime victims across Bath 
and North East Somerset, Bristol and South Glouces¬ 
tershire helped 179 people, and 200 victims of anti¬ 
social behaviour received support through a range of 
projects in Somerset, North Somerset and South 
Gloucestershire. 

Of the 51 projects that were evaluated, the commis¬ 
sioner’s team found that eight projects fell marginally 
short of delivering expectations for the year and one 
project fell significantly short, although this is cur¬ 
rently being addressed. 

Ms Mountstevens said: “Working in collaboration 
with the local authority community safety partner¬ 
ships the grant is supporting locally-driven commu¬ 
nity safety activities which are providing long-term, 
sustainable positive activities for young people, help¬ 
ing to help reduce anti-social behaviour, providing 
treatment for people with substance misuse and sup¬ 
porting people affected by domestic or sexual abuse. 

“These are exactly the type of activities that reas¬ 
sure and improve the quality of life in local areas and 
it could not be achieved without the hard-work and 
dedication of many charities, councils and communi¬ 
ties.” 

The responsibility for administering the community 
safety grant and allocating it to local authorities trans¬ 
ferred from the Home Office to police and crime 
commissioners in April 2013. This is the first evalu¬ 
ation report since the changes.

“Recent legislative and budgetary changes 
will likely further impact housing development. 
Following on from the successful assembly in 
October 2014, South Somerset Together is 
holding a second assembly to explore further 
what is preventing housing from coming for¬ 
ward in our rural communities and how we can 
work better together to provide homes to meet 
the demand.” 

Keynote speakers at this event are experts 
from the housing industry, including represen¬ 
tatives from local housing associations, district 
and county Councils and a prominent local de¬ 
veloper.

Baroness Bakewell of Hardington Mandeville 
(known as Cathy Bakewell), who chairs South 
Somerset Together, said: "I am pleased we are 
now in a position to take this important issue 
forward. With the number of people becoming 
homeless increasing, it is time to have a serious 
discussion about how we rise to the challenge 
of housing in our area." 

Real concerns 

Councillor Ric Pallister, leader of South Som¬ 
erset District Council, added: “The changes 
from central government have come in thick 
and fast since May and there are real concerns 
about their impact on the future supply of hous¬ 
ing to meet need at every level. In particular, I 
am worried about matching housing with our 
employers’ needs, be that the hospital or firms 
such as Numatic. 

“If we get it wrong, there will be a serious lack 
of housing for the key workers that our busi¬ 
nesses must have and rough sleeping may once 
again stalk our towns. If we are to find the so¬ 
lutions, it needs everyone to put their heads to¬ 
gether and I hope that the assembly can make a 
major contribution in this.”

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SOUTH SOMERSET 
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Drivers warned to watch out 
for binmen on dark mornings 


WITH the clocks going back last 
weekend, darkening days raise the 
risk of accidental near-misses for 
waste crews working around their 
vehicles and the public. 

And as winter approaches, Somer¬ 
set Waste Partnership is urging mo¬ 
torists to wait patiently and take no 
risks if delayed by a recycling or re¬ 
fuse collection truck. 

During gloomy days, drivers must 
keep a special eye out for the men 
and women helping shift up to a 
tonne of waste a year from each of 
Somerset’s 240,000 homes. 

House-to-house collections in¬ 
evitably mean large and slow moving 
waste vehicles in narrow lanes or 
busy urban streets with crew mem¬ 
bers often having to cross traffic. 

While waste crews report that the 
vast majority of motorists are calm 
and considerate when delayed by 
collection vehicles, a minority are 
careless or angry and drive danger¬ 
ously. 

In addition to revved engines and 
verbal abuse, crews have experi¬ 
enced physical attacks and being hit 
by cars - as yet, and very luckily, 
without serious injury. 

Impatient or over-eager motorists 
who drive onto pavements or nar¬ 
rowly overtake waste vehicles put 
every other road user, from crews to 
other drivers, cyclists and pedestri¬ 
ans, in danger. 

Faced with a waste vehicle delay¬ 
ing traffic, the advice is simple: 


• Stay calm - be patient as the 
waste crew will be moving on very 
shortly. 

• Horns, lights, revved engines or 
shouting will not speed up pick-ups. 

• Ensure you do not make delays 
worse with poor driving or parking. 

• If there is a significant problem, 
contact council customer services. 

A Somerset Waste Partnership 
spokesperson said: “Calm and con¬ 
siderate driving ensures bins get col¬ 
lected and we all get to our 
destinations in good time. 

“One great thing about any waste 
delay is that these vehicles are usu¬ 
ally on a fixed route and schedule - 
make a mental note to find another 
route next time. 

“And if you see dangerous behav¬ 
iour around a waste vehicle, report 
the details to SWP via your district 
council customer services.” 

Keeping both the public and waste 
staff safe is a priority for Somerset 
Waste Partnership and its collection 
and recycling site contractors, Kier 
and Viridor. 

Residents can reduce risks and help 
others by staying safe around rubbish 
and recycling vehicles, at recycling 
sites, and when putting out materials 
for collection.

• “What if’ calculations for potential changes in your circum¬ 
stances; 

• Help with applications and completing forms; 

• Advice and guidance if you think a decision is wrong; 

• Assistance with appeals (where appropriate). 

Council leader, Councillor Ric Pallister, said: “Benefits exist in 
recognition that some in our society need additional financial help 
to manage their day to day living and that is why they are an enti¬ 
tlement. 

“Whilst many benefits are means tested, some are not, and under¬ 
standing what help is available and accessing it can be complex and 


a daunting prospect. Our Welfare Advice team has operated for 
many years in helping South Somerset residents and the need for 
their services has never been greater than now. 

“Receiving the correct financial support can be life changing to 
those who have been struggling to make ends meet and I am partic¬ 
ularly proud of the contribution that the team make. 

“In particular, their success rate in challenging incorrect advice 
and decisions issued by those responsible for administering the Wel¬ 
fare system has seen many mistakes corrected and wrongs righted 
over the years. The Welfare Advice team provide a front line service 
that directly impacts positively on people’s lives and is there to help 
those who most need it.” 

The Welfare Advice team are situated at Petters Way Council Of¬ 
fices in Yeovil, however the service is delivered across the whole 
of south Somerset. The team also work with partner agencies such 
as South Somerset CAB, Age UK and Yarlington Housing Group 
to ensure the right advice is available to residents at the right time. 

Residents of South Somerset can access Welfare Advice via the 
main council telephone number 01935-462462 or at local offices 
where a referral will be sent for someone to call you back. 

An advice surgery is held in Crewkerne at the Town Hall every 
Wednesday. Booking is recommended.

The Nation Remembers 


REMEMBRANCE is part of modern British life, 
culture and heritage.

first ever 'Poppy Appeal' raised over 
£106,000, a huge amount of money 
at the time. 

The following year, Major George 
Howson, who had received the Mili¬ 
tary Cross for his role in the First 
World War, set up a factory off the 
Old Kent Road in London where five 
disabled ex-Servicemen began mak¬ 
ing poppies. 3 years later the Poppy 
Factory moved to its 
current site in Rich¬ 
mond, Surrey and 
today produces mil¬ 
lions of poppies each 
year. 

Such was the demand 
for poppies in England 
in 1922 that few were 
reaching Scotland. Earl 
Haig's wife established 
the 'Lady Haig Poppy 
Factory' in Edinburgh 
to produce poppies ex¬ 
clusively for Scotland. 
Over 5 million Scottish 
poppies (which have 
four petals and no leaf 
unlike poppies in the 
rest of the UK) are still 
made by hand by dis¬ 
abled ex-Servicemen at 
Lady Haig's Poppy 
Factory each year.

“AMAZING THINGS can happen in village halls. People who would 
never get to London can see something wonderful, pulled out of a little 
suitcase, right in the heart of their village.” 

Katie Villa of all-female theatre trio Theatre Rush, is explaining why 
she loves to tour village halls. This November, her company will visit 
Stockland with their show “The Lost Tales of Devon” and they can’t 
wait. The show, featuring the story-gathering characters Martha, Gurt 
and Freddie, is billed as a “riotous, hilarious, heart-warming show for 
all humans with an imagination”. It’s a theatre piece made up of stories 
the actors have unearthed in numerous Devon villages. Audiences con¬ 
tribute their own stories live, bringing a degree of anarchy that makes 
every performance unique. 

“The stories we have found are total crackers. Much better than you’d 
find on Google! We love the little bit of risk that comes with handing 
the reins over to the audience. That said, one particular community were 
having such a hoot that we almost couldn’t get them to stop!” 

Theatre Rush has previously toured sell out show Flushed (4 stars in 
EXEUNT), about being female in the modern world, so what inspired 
them to create a story about stories? 


“We are, all of us, made 
up of stories. Stories fol¬ 
low us around, we tell 
them, we create the stories 
of ourselves and we get in¬ 
volved in other people’s 
stories. The stories of us 
will last much longer than 
us on the earth. That is 
something very special, in 
our humble opinions. We 
aim to create an event where the whole village can come together, laugh 
(alot), cry (a bit, maybe from laughing) and to feel part of something.” 

Katie’s fellow performer, Chloe Whipple, curates and supports emerg¬ 
ing artists at Exeter’s Bike Shed Theatre. All of Theatre Rush live in 
Exeter, so the actors are excited to do a tour on home turf and to unearth 
new aspects of Devon. Theatre Rush is a company that passionately be¬ 
lieves in rural touring. 

“These halls are owned and loved by the community, so it’s a bit like 
coming into somebody’s front room. Although some¬ 
times you’re trying to hang your lights and a merry band 
of ‘helpers’ descend to tell you ‘you’re doing it all 
wrong’, and ‘where’s the biscuits then?’ and ‘are we 
going to like this show, then? But we don’t let that put 
us off!” 

Their shows this November are only made possible 
through the organisation Villages in Action, which 
brings world-class acts to Devon doorsteps through care¬ 
fully managed funding.

Drivers urged to prepare their cars for winter 


WITH winter on its way, Motor Codes, the 
government-approved consumer watch¬ 
dog for the automotive industry, is urging 
motorists to ‘winter-proof’ their cars. Its 
online winter driving tips will help drivers to 
ensure their vehicles are prepared for 
winter driving conditions, and help avoid 
expensive repairs. 

Bill Fennell, Managing Director, Motor 
Codes, said, “Winter doesn’t officially begin 
until 21 December this year, but there is no 
time like the present to ensure that an¬ 
tifreeze is topped up, tyres and brakes are 
working well and your windscreen is clear. 

“Drivers needn't wait for an official Met 
Office warning. If they follow our winter 
driving tips, their cars will be winter-ready 
- and this will make journeys safer for 
them, their passengers and other road 
users. Whatever the forecast for winter, 
drivers need be able to rely on their cars 
and make them as safe as possible.” 

Here are Motor Codes’ top 10 tips to 
winter-proofing your car: 

1. Top up antifreeze 

It’s an obvious tip, but you’d be amazed 
by the number of people who fail to main¬ 
tain the right level of antifreeze in their ve¬ 
hicle. Without adequate antifreeze, 
sub-zero temperatures can do untold dam¬ 
age to your engine. Your manual will tell you 
the best type of antifreeze for your car and 
the amount you should use. Safety first! 
Never replenish fluids (oil, coolant, wiper 
fluid) straight after you’ve driven the car - 
wait until it’s cooled down. 


2. Make sure your windscreen is clear 

In the winter, spray, grit and slush can ob¬ 
scure the view through your windscreen 
and compromise your safety. Your wind¬ 
screen wipers and washer fluid are the only 
defence against this. So make sure the 
wipers are working smoothly and don’t 
leave streaks, and that the washer fluid is 
always topped up. 

Keep a supply of washer fluid, ideally 
mixed with de-icer, in the boot. Don't be 
tempted to replenish the fluid compart¬ 
ment with water and washing-up liquid - 
you’ll end up with a fogged-up windscreen. 

Other road-users need to be able to see 
you, so check that all your driving lights (in¬ 
cluding foglights) are working properly and 
wipe them clean once a week. 

3. Keep your battery charged 

Your car battery works harder during the 
winter months: the heating's on full-blast, 
de-misters are working overtime and, be¬ 
cause of the shorter daylight hours, head¬ 
lights are on for longer. As if that’s not 
enough, cold temperatures also reduce the 
battery’s capacity. It’s important you know 
the health of your battery - the last thing 
you want is to be met by silence the next 
time you try to turn on the engine. 

4. Check your tyres 

Balding tyres are a safety hazard at any 
time, but in winter the risks of an accident 
are even greater. So make sure that all four 
tyres have the safe amount of tread. 
Legally, the depth of the tread must be at 
least 1.6mm but, for peace of mind, 2-3mm 


is recommended. You may even want to in¬ 
vest in a set of winter tyres, particularly if 
you live in a rural or hilly area. 

5. Test your brakes 

The roads are wetter and more slippery in 
winter than at any other time of the year, 
so it’s vital that your brakes are up to 
the task. Some newer cars are fitted with 
sensors that will tell you when the brakes 
need replacing. Otherwise, you can ask 
your local garage to test your brake pads, 
discs and pipes. 

6. Protect your car body 

Nothing ages your car body quicker than 
exposure to the grit and salt sprinkled on 
the roads in the winter. Prevention is defi¬ 
nitely better than cure when it comes to 
keeping corrosion at bay, so wash and wax 
your car before the harsh weather sets in. 
If you have to park outside during the win¬ 
ter months, consider buying a good quality 
car cover. 

7. Replace belts and hoses 

Cold temperatures can weaken the rub¬ 
ber belts and hoses under your car’s bon¬ 
net, and you don’t want something to snap 
out on the road on a cold winter's night. Al¬ 
though in most cases they get checked at 
service time every 30,000 miles or so, it’s 
always a good idea to let a mechanic give 
them a once-over before the first cold snap 
arrives, as there may be potential weak 
points susceptible to the cold weather. 

8. Don’t run the tank empty 

In sub-zero temperatures, your fuel-line 
may freeze up meaning that your car 


won’t start. You can prevent this simply by 
making sure your fuel tank is always more 
than half-full. 

9. Keep an emergency kit 
Keep an emergency kit in your car in case 
you break down and find yourself stuck out 
in the cold. Your kit should include boots, 
blankets, torch and batteries, first aid kit, 
jump leads, shovel, road atlas, de-icer and 
sunglasses (winter sun can be dazzling). 

10. Get a timely service 
You can address many of these winter¬ 
proofing tips in one go by paying a visit to 
your local garage. Many now offer special 


winter checks, including ensuring tyres are 
in good condition, mechanical parts are lu¬ 
bricated and essential lubricants topped up. 
Remember that keeping up-to-date with 
the recommended service schedule will 
help keep your car in good condition all year 
round - and protect any warranty.

Getting sticky for Fry as Glovers hit rock bottom 


SURELY the time is getting nearer for 
some big changes at Huish Park as 
Yeovil, after two home defeats in four 
days against moderate opposition, 
slipped to the bottom of League 2 
after throwing away a two goal lead at 
Carlisle on Saturday. 

The season to date, which is now 
over a third of the way through, has 
seen just two victories and 11 defeats 
and a meagre points haul of nine from 
16 games. 

Fans, fed up with watching their side 
slip to defeat after defeat have now 
turned their anger on chairman John 
Fry for the debacle that has seen the 
Glovers slip from the Championship to 
the edge of extinction back to non¬ 


football in three seasons, the first club 
in history to do so should this situa¬ 
tion continue. 

Following the previous Saturday’s 
3-2 loss at home to Cambridge 
United, their third in eight days, chants 
of ‘We’re all going to have a party 
when John Fry sells the club’, rang out 
from a depleted Thatcher Stand from 
those loyal fans that have not given 
up the hope and gone shopping in the 
deluded hope that they might see a 
change in fortune. 

Finally Fry, nicknamed ‘Teflon’ for 
the way that he deflects any criticism 
of the board or himself on to other 
people, including the fans, cannot hide 
any longer. 


His insistence that relegation from 
Division One last season was the fault 
of the fans in that not enough came to 
pay to watch rubbish, really angered 
those of us that turned up regardless 
of the situation, and are now voicing 
what has been the general consensus 
amongst fans for a long time that his 
reign is up and he should step down. 

You cannot keep blaming everyone 
but yourself. He and the board rightly 
took the plaudits when Yeovil were 
promoted to the Championship. 

But his reluctance to spend £1m on 
a striker at Christmas when, despite 
generally good performances that 
saw them hold their own against 
much bigger clubs, the lack of goals 


saw them close to the bottom, even¬ 
tually proved decisive with relegation. 

He then had the audacity to say that 
the club lost £5m by dropping out of 
the Championship. 

However, if he had shown a bit more 
positivity around the New Year and 
paid out for a decent striker which 
would have got the goals that would 
have kept them up, them he would 
have saved £4m! 

As Fry always takes the plaudits can 
he explain the continuing love affair 
with Terry Skiverton and Darren 
Way? 

Skiverton has had three spells in 
charge at Huish Park with Dazza by 
his side, and blown them all, so why 


are they still in the dugout with Paul 
Sturrock? 

A complete clear out was required 
when Gary Johnson left and a new, 
young manager with his own staff - 
such as Marcus Stewart - given a 
chance. 

With new investment required in the 
team, Fry continues to ignore offers, 
concentrating on selling the training 
ground using plans constantly re¬ 
jected by the authorities. 

A caller to a local radio station on 
Saturday appeared to hit the nail on 
the head when he said it was time the 
board concentrated on the football 
team and not selling the land to build 
a new store.
